Just some general advice on twin lead connection at the 

feed point. I try to put all the stress of supporting the 
twin lead into the center insulation of the twin lead. The 
twin lead is prepared by cuting a two or three inch slit down 
the middle to form a big Y. Then strip 3/4 inch off the ends 
for soldering. The Y must be big enough to form rounded curves. 


I've done this a couple ways. Put two small holes through the 


center of the twin lead well below the end of the Y cut. Then 
use tie-wraps that are strong enough yet small enough for 

the two holes. The tie-wraps go into two matching holes on 

a custom tee shaped center insulator. Secret here is to 

snug up the tie-wraps so the twin lead and tee insulator 
swing as one. Taping the twinlead to the vertical tee section 
prior to the tie-wraps would help & the tie-wraps could 

hold the tape in place. 


Another approach would be to form an inverted U over the tee 
insulator with uncut twinlead so that the inner part of the 

U is riding on top of the tee. This should be stronger than 

the first method, but I've not tried the U method. 

I would still prepare the twinlead with a big Y.

Another thought would be to twist the twin lead in the hope 
of reducing large swings in strong wind due to airfoil action.

I cheated a bit and used a PC program to find these spurs, but a table, such 
as in article no. 2, for each band would work. Our six bands have only a few 
very weak spurs. This is good, as the 1st IF is wideband and untuned. That 
means these spurs will be audible across the entire band if RF hits the 
antenna at the freq listed. There's nothing stopping energy anywhere in 

the particular band from getting into the 1st mixer, and the LO will always 
be at the same freq, ready to mix it to 32.0 MHz. If there's a megawatt 
shortwave broadcaster on 7125 at night, I could be in trouble on 40m! 


I included the three high bands to show one reason why I decided to drop 
them. Some big harmonics of the LO for 15m and 10m would be very close to the 
1st IF. These birdies would suck up a lot of the available power in the IF 
amp. This would leave little available power to amplify the signal we 
actually want to listen to, making our receiver deaf! In the 10m case, the 
birdie is right on the IF freq. We'd be able to hear it, good and loud!

Earlier I posted some info on small solar panels, and today I have a 
little more to add to that. 

The first panel mentioned is from American Science & Surplus, 

"One sunny foot" #26325, 2 watts @ 19v is $20. buld your own frame, 

847 982-0870 I ordered two of these, one came without solder tabs on the 
back so I had to ask for a refund... dont have it yet. The other sunny 
foot was fine and I built a frame for it & it works grest. 

They also sell rechargable batteries fairly cheap. I recommend 7 2v lead 
acid cells, to keep voltage above 12v, but remember to watch for 
overvoltage when running an extra cell. Charging with a 19v solar panel 
you can reach 17v on a sunny day. Dont feed that to your QRP+ ! 

Likewise with nicads, going to 11 cells is great, but again watch out for 
super high voltage. I take a piece of wire and make afew sparks from such 
a hot battery which harmlessly lowers the voltage quick, test, and then 
plug in my rig. 


The other panel is from Gateway Electronics 1 800 669-5810 700-750ma 
12-14v $36. + $15 shipping, again you have to build your own frame. I 
dont have personal experience with this one but it comes highly 
recommended. 


Now for a higher budget, I can recommend AE&E 1-800 777-6609. They sell 
several small panels, as well as larger ones. 

The "Clone" is a 10 watt Korean panel 10.6x17.6x.38" , .59 amps. $95. 
The Solarex MSX 5 is 5 watts and .28 amps, 10.6x9.82x0.9" $120. 

And the Solarex MSX 10 is 10 watts, .58 amps, 10.6x16.54x0.9" $150. 


Dont forget to try mrsolar@netins.net for your price on his small 
panels. I think he has 5 and 10w panels slightly cheaper than AE&E...

I get no kickback for my recommendations, just want other hams to enjoy 
solar power. If anyone finds better prices than these, please post them.

Since he says 
that the field strength meter does not lie here is what I an going to do 
while off during the holidays. I am going to compare my three tuners' 
abilities to match my 250' loop fed with 450 ohm ladder line on 40 
meters. Here are the steps. (Suggestion welcome.) 


1. Set up my FS meter out in the neighbors yard. 

2. Measure the resistance and reactance of the loop with the Palomar 
bridge. 

3. Hook up each tuner in turn and set for best match. 

4. Observe the FS meter deflection. I will get someone to stand outside 
ae) 

5. The highest efficiency tuner will be the one that yields the highest 
FS. 

6. If all goes well, repeat for the other bands when my TT Cubbie comes 
back from repair.

Somewhere I remember reading that a T tuner should be set up with the output 
Capacitor at maximum C and do the preliminary tuning with the L and the input C. 
Only then vary the output C for the final match. 

It seems to work for me, using the small MFJ 900 series tuners I have. 
Intuitively it would seem you would want as large a C in line as possible to 
reduce insertion loss, consistent with resonance. 


Anyway, like I say, it seems to work for me. 


I would be interested in a method to compare this approach against others, if 


anyone has any ideas out there. Just because a method works doesn't mean it is 
optimum.

Boy is this a GREAT group. I asked some simple questions and got great 
answers. 


1- Recording from my rig - most agree I can connect directly between the 
Phones jack and the input on the recorder - be careful about volume level 
but it should work. There were some suggestions to adjust the impedance 
if direct doesn't work. 


2 - SiliconE rubber - there is silicone rubber that wont damage your 
equipment - I got two examples of the wrong stuff destroying equipment - 
so be careful. If your silicone smells like acetic acid (or just has a 
strong order) don't use it. Read the label and it may say for 
electrical use on it - this should be OK. I was also recommended to use 
Permatex Blue from the auto parts store. 


Better then silicone is to use a hot glue gun. Everyone recommended it.

I just finished putting together the NN1G White Mountain 20. (Small 
Wonders Lab) As many of you know, this is a 20 meter SSB QRP rig. 


I'm impressed. 


I built this rig for a number of reasons. One, I liked the name. Since I 
live in the White Mountains, seemed fitting I should own a rig named 
after my back yard. Two, I liked the design, It is a real radio, with a 
Jfet pre amp and double balanced diode mixer for a front end. Finally, 
although I like to "roll my own" designs, it was unlikely I'd take ona 
sideband rig any time soon. Plus its nice to build something that 
doesn't have to be debugged and rebuilt a dozen times before it works 
right for a change. 


The instruction manual is first rate. As much time and effort was put in 
the manual as the design of the radio and it shows. I envy Dave's DTP 
abilities and software. 


Construction went well. Since I'm a seasoned professional, I skipped the 
detailed step by step instructions and was able to stuff 90% of the 
board just by using the large layout pictorial. I like to stuff parts 
into a board by the order of their physical height, so I started with 
the xtals and sockets, moved onto the ceramic caps, then the resistors, 
most of which stand up. Finally the transistors and odds and ends. I put 
the transformers and coils on last, which is a little harder than the 
recommenced procedure, but was not all that difficult. 


Amazingly, the rig worked first time I put power to it. Alignment went 
quick. Within a few minutes I had better than 0.1 uv sensitivity and 
full power out. The VCO trimmed right on freq with no fuss. The VCO 
seems very stable. 20 was dead last night when I got the rig done, but 
this morning I hear all kinds of signals, with a wire on the bench. The 
voices sound nice. There is almost no hiss in the receiver. Without an 
antenna, you would never know it was on. 


All I got to do now is get my G5SRV put up a little better. Now that we 
have a foot of snow on the ground and it's getting to feel like winter, 
it's the right time to do it :-) 


All in all, I'd say if you still have some Christmas cash left, get this 
rig. It's a good one. The finished board looks neat, I wish someone 
would invent see-through metal, so we can look at our work when its all 
boxed up!

Even though I am reading Cecil's description of the principles of his G5RV 
matching system the next morning, I hope no one has erased it, perhaps 
thinking they do not have space for doing something like this. It is too 
important for that. Save it, read it, and understand every move he has 
made. If you do not fully understand a move, ask him about it. It isa 
first class example of applying basic principles to achieve an efficient 
multiband system--even to knowing where he had to accept a little loss 
(series inductors) in meeting certain other needs. Note the achievement 
of a purely resistive 200 ohms before placing a balun in the line, giving 
the balun what it has to have to be efficient. Notice the room he gave 
himself to work with variables, like the position of the capacitor across 
the line to cancel/compensate for the reactance at that point. Notice the 
room he gave himself to alter settings as conditions change. Notice that 
there is not a single "black box" element in his system, but a fullly 
controllable set of conditions. It will not fit in a TenTec box, and 
certanly not an MFJ box, but it is sound work backed up by good diagnostic 


tools. I'd like to see this system in one of the QRP journals, along with 
some sketches of the layout, not so much because I want to replicate it 
exactly, but because it makes a good item to use for breaking out of the 
"black-box ATU" syndrome.

Your proposal to try out older techniques of inductive coupling is right 
on target for the G5RV. 


The old-style inductively coupled tuner with variable coupling (swinging 
link) and coils for each band with LOTS of taps and provision for series 
or parallel tuning would be ideal, since it is a balanced output system 
without need for balun, etc. 


As you say, this system requires that one not mind plug in coils. Once 
you have got things set-up for each band, returning to and tweaking the 
settings is no big deal. 

Grab an old handbook and go to work--and report to us all on your results.

I have also been using something like this for some time, but I have found 
the "cheaper" units to which Bob refers to be quite satisfactory. Target and 
Wal-Mart have some units for $20 and less.

I haven't 
had any serious problem as to stability, just that they are a little tricky 
sometimes to initially set up. I usually pick a clear frequency on my 
receiver, then adjust the transmitter to that spot.

"All of us at NASA are saddened by the passing of Carl 
Sagan. For more than three decades, Dr. Sagan was an 
eloquent, passionate voice for the sciences that he so ably 
advanced.

These remarks apply to the PI network when used as an ATU. Other networks 
have their own "rules of thumb" for best efficiency. For a C-L-C tuner 
(probably the most common commercially), the rule of thumb is to use 
maximum capacitance, especially on the output side. This also applies to 
the McCoy ultimate transmatch design. See QRP Quarterly for January, 
1996, for a survey of networks and ATU efficiency. 


Well made capacitors have very high Qs at HF, while the Q of coils is 
relatively low by comparison. Hence, classic analyses of networks have 
attributed most network losses to the inductors. It is possible to 
partially defeat this presumption by using a badly made or badly 
maintained variable capacitor with higher resistive losses and hence lower 


component Q. But badly made or maintained coils will also worsen the 
losses also. 


Although the component quality note applies also to inductively coupled 
networks, the rules of thumb do not necessarily apply in the forms given, 
Since degree or tightness of coupling also plays a role in power transfer 
efficiency.

>the antenna side can have the same for a QRP PI for the lower HF bands. 


Hi LB, Fair Radio Sales, (419)223-2196, has components suitable for 
tuners. They have tons of stuff and an available catalog. 


For QRP, they have a 3-gang 20-540pf (500v max) variable capacitor 
for $10 each. That's 60-1620pf or 20-1620pf£ if one adds switches. 
They have a 22uH roller inductor kit for $16. It's classified as 

a kit because the pickup arm comes separate from the roller and 
takes a little mechanical cleverness for mounting. But with a few 
hours work, three of these items yield an unbalanced QRP tuner for 
$36. 


I built a balanced double-PI (double-L?) tuner from the above 
components using two caps and two inductors. I used two of the 
three capacitor gangs and grounded the frame. 


For higher power, they have a 31-178pf variable cap with 0.09inch 
spacing for $9. Works for me at 600 watts. They also have a high-power 
50uH roller inductor for $65. 


The antenna tuner function is one of the few things that we can 
do 100% for ourselves. Constructing something that works with 
one's own two hands is a very rewarding experience. Using only 
one capacitor for the entire tuner function is even more 


rewarding, especially on the air.
